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Because the printing of the proposed legislation takes the space of this number of the 
bulletin, many news items have been omitted and will appear in Ohio Libraries. 


The meeting in Columbus, November 13th, called to consider legislation, was attended by 
nearly one hundred librarians and trustees. With slight changes, the draft of the law made by 
the Certification Committee was endorsed. A few changes were made in the re-writing of the 
main body of library law submitted by the Legislative Committee and this also received the 
endorsement of the meeting. 
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It is the result of the year’s work of these two committeés which is here printed in the 
form to be submitted to the State Legislature. 

The Executive Board set the District Meetings for May 5, 7, 12, 14 and 22 and the State 
Meeting for October 7, 8 and 9 in Columbus with a regional meeting in Cincinnati as a pos- 
sibility for 1938. A convention fee of twenty-five cents was authorized for the annual fall 
meeting. ‘

A BILL 


To amend sections 154-54, 795, 796, 2279-1, 2454, 2976-11, 2976-13, 3404, 3405, 
3620, 4004, 4005-1, 7632, 7635, 7636, 7637, 7640-1, 7643-6, 7643-7a and 12488 and 
to supplement section 7632 by the enactment of supplemental sections 7632-1, 7632-2, 
7632-3, 7632-4, 7632-5, 7632-6 and 7632-7, and to supplement section 7637 by the 
enactment of supplemental sections 7637-1, 7637-2, 7637-3, 7637-4, 7637-5 and 7637-6, 
and to further supplement supplemental section 7643-1 by the enactment of supple- 
mental sections 7643-1b, 7643-1c, and 7643-1d, and to supplement section 12488 by the 
enactment of supplemental sections 12488-1 and 12488-2, and to repeal sections 2434-1 
to 2434-4, both inclusive, 2455, 3403, 4006, 7643-5, 7643-7, 7643-8, 7643-10, 7643-12, 
14993 to 15005, both inclusive, and 15060 of the General Code, relative to the forma- 
tion and operation of public libraries, the certification of professional library workers 
and the powers and duties of the State Librarian. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio: 

SECTION 1. That sections 154-54, 795, 796, 2279-1, 2454, 2976-11, 2976-13, 3404, 
3405, 3620, 4004, 4005-1, 7632, 7635, 7636, 7637, 7640-1, 7643-6, 7643-7a and 12488 of 
the General Code be amended and that sections 7632, 7637, 7643-1, and 12488 be supple- 
mented by the enactment of supplemental sections 7632-1, 7632-2, 7632-3, 7632-4, 7632-5, 
7632-6, 7632-7, 7637-1, 7637-2, 7637-3, 7637-4, 7637-5, 7637-6, 7643-1b, 7643-1c, 7643-1d, 
12488-1 and 12488-2 to read as follows: 

Sec. 154-54. The state librarian shall be secretary of the state library board. Under the 
direction and supervision of the state library board and subject to the rules and regulations 
established by it, the state librarian shall, through such departments as may be created by the 
board, exercise all powers and perform all duties vested by law in the state board of library 
commissioners, the librarian heretofore appointed by the state board of library commissioners, 
and the library organizer heretofore appointed by the state board of library commissioners **1**. 

Sec. 795. The **2** state librarian shall arrange for the exchange of the publications 
of the state for like publications of such other states, nations, societies or individuals as **3** 
he deems proper and place them in the state library. Statute laws so received shall be transferred 
to the state law library. 


Sec. 796. The secretary of state shall deliver to the state librarian for exchange with 
other libraries such number of each annual report, journals and such other state publications as 
the state librarian may request in writing. The state librarian, when he deems proper may *#4** 
forward copies of the publications of the state to any university, college or public library 
within the state. 

Sec. 2279-1. The **5** state librarian shall forward to the document division of the 
library of congress two copies of all reports of elective and appointive state officers, of all 
journals and all other publications supplied to him by the secretary of state or forwarded to 
him by the department of finance; also seven copies of laws in bound form and seven copies 
of all appropriation laws in separate form. Every department, commission, board, officer’ or 
other administrative agency of the state, whose publications are not distributed through the 
secretary of state, shall forward to the **6** state librarian for permanent preservation and 
use, four copies, or such further number as the state librarian may request in writing, of each 
report, pamphlet or other publication issued by said department, commission, board, officer or 
other administrative agency, and said state librarian shall in turn forward to the document 
on of the library of congress two copies of each of said reports, pamphlets o¥ other pub- 
ications. 

Sec. 2454. The county commissioners may receive a bequest or a gift of a building or 
of money or property wherewith to construct a building for, or to furnish and equip a county 
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public library established prior to July 1, 1937. They may, prior to said time, accept the gift 
of a library or of its use for a term of years or permanently, and may agree on behalf of such 
county to provide and maintain such library. 

Sec. 2976-11. That, at any time prior to July 1, 1937, in all counties of the state of 
Ohio where the county commissioners have received a bequest or gift of a building, money 
or property wherewith to construct a building for, or to furnish and equip and help a county 
library, or have accepted the gift of a library, or its use for a term of years, and have made 
an agreement to maintain and provide for such library in accordance with the provisions of 
sections 2454 and 2456 of the General Code, there shall be established a county library for 
the use of all the citizens of the county and the maintenance, management, care and control 
of such library shall be entrusted to a board of trustees consisting of six members; the members 
of such board shall be appointed by the judge of the court of common pleas of the county 
in which such library is situated as soon as such gift or bequest shall have been accepted by 
the board of commissioners; two members thereof to hold their offices for the term of two 
years, two for the term of four years and two for the term of six years; **7** and thereafter 
such common pleas judge shall, upon the expiration of the terms of office of such appointees, 
or any thereof, appoint successors to said trustees and each trustee thereafter appointed upon 
the termination of the term of office of any trustee shall hold his position for the term of six 
years. All vacancies in such ‘board of trustees shall be filled by the judge hereinbefore referred 
to and the person so appointed to fill a vacancy in such board shall serve for the unexpired 
term of his predecessor. Each member of such board shall serve for the term herein provided 
and until his successor is appointed and qualified. In counties having more than one judge of 
the court of common pleas the appointments herein provided for shall be made by the judges 
of the court of common pleas for such county. All members of such board of trustees shall 
serve without compensation, and shall give bond to the approval of the county commissioners 
in such sum as they shall fix. 


Sec. 2976-13. The board of trustees of such library shall have sole and exclusive charge, 
custody and control of the public library in such county, including all property, both real and 
personal, used and occupied by such library, whether acquired heretofore or hereafter, and shall 
have full power to make all rules and regulations necessary for the proper government, main- 
tenance, care and management thereof, and to provide therefor. Said board of trustees shall 
have power over, and exclusive control of, the library fund arising from the levy made by the 
county commissioners under the provisions of section 2456 of the General Code, and of the 
expenditure of all moneys collected to the credit thereof. They shall have power and it shall 
be their duty to establish in the city or village where such library is located and throughout 
the county within which is situated said library, reading rooms, branch libraries, and library 
stations in connection with said library, and to lease and furnish said rooms, buildings or 
parts thereof as are required for such purposes, and to pay **8** necessary expenses con- 
nected therewith. They shall have power, and it shall be their duty to purchase and pay for 
**9** books, periodicals. magazines and other literature and supplies necessary, in their judg- 
ment, for said public library, reading rooms, branch libraries and library stations, and to 
incur the necessary expenditures for the encouragement and advancement of the best use of 
such library, reading rooms, branch libraries and library stations by the public; all such pur- 
chases, payments and expenditures to be made out of said library fund. They shall have power 
and it shall be their duty, to employ a librarian, assistant librarians, janitor, and other neces- 
sary assistants for such public library, reading rooms, branches and stations, to fix the com- 
pensation of persons so employed, and to pay same out of said library fund **10**. 


Sec. 3404. **11** In any township where a public library has heretofore been established 
under the provisions of sections 3403 and 3404 of the General Code the trustees may, annually, 
levy upon all the taxable property of such township a tax not exceeding one mill on the dollar 
valuation thereof, to be applied to the **12** maintenance of a library, and the procuring 
of suitable room or rooms therefor. 

Sec. 3405. The trustees shall appoint **13** six trustees of such library, and confer 
upon them such authority as may be necessary to render a library so established of public 
utility. Such library trustees shall serve for the term of six years. In the first instance two of 
such trustees shall be appointed for a term of two years, two for a term of four years, and two 
for a term of six years. Vacancies shall be filled by like appointment for the unexpired term. 
The library shall be conducted and cared for under such rules and regulations as the library 
trustees prescribe. 

Sec. 3620. To establish, maintain and regulate free public band concerts, to maintain 
free public libraries and reading rooms established prior to July 1, 1937, to purchase books, 
papers, maps, and manuscripts therefor, to receive donations and bequests of money or property 
therefor, in trust or otherwise, and to provide for the rent and compensation for the use of 
any existing free public libraries established and managed by a private corporation or asso- 
ciation organized for that purpose. 

Sec. 4004. Except as provided in General Code section 4005-1, the erection and equip- 
ment, and the custody, control and administration of free public libraries established by munic- 
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ipal corporations Feng to July 1, 1937, shall be vested in six trustees **14**. Such trustees 
shall be appointed by the mayor, to serve without compensation, for the term of **15** six 
years **16**, 


In case of a new public library created under authority of this section, in the fst instance 
two of such trustees shall be appointed for a term of two years, two for a term of four years, 
and two for a term of six years, and thereafter appointments shall be for six years. In the case 
of existing public libraries heretofore created under authority of this section, upon the expiration 
of the terms of three of said trustees the mayor shall appoint two trustees for a term of four 
years and one trustee for a term of six years, and upon the expiration of the terms of the other 
three trustees two years thereafter, the mayor shall appoint two trustees for a term of six years 
and one trustee for a term of four years, and thereafter appointments shall be for six years. 
Vacancies shall be filled by like appointment for the unexpired term. 

Sec. 4005-1. In any municipality where there is or may **17**, prior to July 1, 1937, 
be established a library organization created by will or otherwise for the purpose of maintaining 
in perpetuity a public library, and which organization is endowed and owns and maintains a 
library, the trustees mentioned in General Code, section 4004, may request the taxing authority 
of the municipality to submit to the electors the question of issuing bonds, in accordance 
with the provisions of General Code, section 4005-2, for the purpose of purchasing, erecting, 
constructing, enlarging, extending or improving a building or buildings for library purposes, 
including a site or sites therefor, and equipping and furnishing the same. The acquisition of 
such improvement, including the maintenance and control of the building or buildings and 
property acquired, shall be vested in the trustees mentioned in General Code, section 4004, and 
said trustees may enter into an agreement in writing with such library organization whereby 
said library organization may occupy all or part of such building or buildings, and conduct, 
operate and maintain therein a free public library, the period of each such agreement to be not 
less than ten nor more than twenty-five years. Such library organization shall administer, operate 
and control such library in accordance with said agreement and in terms of the trust creating 
such organization, providing the same is free to all the inhabitants of the municipality. And 
said trustees mentioned in General Code, section 4004, may enter into a similar agreement 
with any historical or other educational association whereby a part of said building or buildings 
may be used by such organization for the housing and displaying of its property and effects, 
providing the same is free to all the inhabitants of the municipality. 

Sec. 7632. The board of education of any sthool district, the council of any municipality, 
the county commissioners of any county, or the trustees of any township may contract with the 
library trustees of any public library appointed by authority of law, or with any private cor- 
poration or library association maintaining a free public library, situated within or without 
said taxing district, or uvthin or without the county in which said taxing district is situated, 
to furnish library service or in case library service is already available. additional library service 
to all the inhabitants of said taxing districts, and may levy a tax therefor. Such tax levying 
authority shall require an annual report in writing from such library board, private corporation 
or library association. Where such tax for library purposes has been so levied, at each semi- 
annual collection thereof, the county auditor shall certify the amount collected to the proper 
officer of the taxing district who shall forthwith draw his warrant for such amount on the 
treasurer of such district payable to the proper officer of such library. 


Sec. 7632-1. The board of trustees of any public library appointed by authority of law 
may contract with the board of trustees of any other public library appointed by authority of 
law, or with any private corporation or library association maintaining a free public library, 
situated within the state of Ohio, to furnish or to receive assistance pertaining to library service. 


Sec. 7632-2. The board of trustees of any public library in the state supported wholly 
or in part at public expense shall, on or before the first day of March of each year, submit 


to the State Librarian an annual report of service, statistics and finance for the preceding calen- 
dar year upon forms which he shall prepare and supply. 


Sec. 7632-3. The board of trustees of any public library created or existing, under the 
provisions of sections 2976-11, 3405, 4004, 7635, 7643-1, 7643-1a, 7643-1b, or 7643-1c of the 
General Code, may provide for sickness and accident insurance and also for the retirement of 
employees of any such library, by annuities, insurance, or such other provision as it may deem 
advisable, and may appropriate and pay the board’s portion provided in such system or plan 
out of the funds received to the credit of such board by taxation or otherwise. Each employee 
of such library who is to be included in a system of retirement shall contribute to the retire- 
ment fund not less than four per centum per annum of his salary from the time of his eligi- 
bility to join the retirement system to the time of his retirement. If a group insurance plan is 
installed by any such library, not less than fifty per centum of the cost of such insurance shall 
be borne by the employees in such plan. 

Sec. 7632-4. The board of trustees of any public library may pay all or part of the 


expenses incurred in sending one or more representatives to library association meetings held 
within the state. 
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Sec. 7632-5. The board of trustees of any public library may establish a pay duplicate 
book collection and may set up a rotary fund for the purchase of books for such collection. 

Sec. 7632-6. If any member of the board of trustees of any public library shall be absent 
from the majority of the meetings during any calendar year, unless a leave of absence be granted 
such member by action of said board, a vacancy shall be deemed to exist and the secretary of 


the board shall notify the appointing power of such vacancy. Thereupon the appointing power 
shall select a new member to serve the unexpired term. 


Sec. 7632-7. The prosecuting attorney of the county shall be the legal advisor of all 
boards of trustees of any school district library (other than city school district library), township 
library, county library, or county district library of the county in which he is serving, and shall 
represent said boards in all cases in court. 


The city solicitor or city attorney of any municipality shall be the legal advisor of the 
board of trustees of any city school district library or municipal library of the municipality 
in which he is serving, and shall represent said boards in all cases in court. 


However the above provisions shall not prevent any of said library boards from employing 
private counsel to represent them either alone or in co-operation with said prosecuting attorneys, 
city solicitors or city attorneys. 


Sec. 7635. The board of education of any city, village or rural school district, by resolu- 
tion, may provide for the establishment, control and maintenance in such district, of a public 
library, free to all the inhabitants thereof provided said board of education makes provision for 
a library fund for the first year of not less than four thousand dollars, and provided also that 
said school district is not a bart of a county library district already established. It shall provide 
for the management and control of such library by a board of trustees to be elected by it as 
herein provided, which board shall hold title to all such library property. **18** 

Sec. 7636. Such board of library trustees shall consist of seven members, who must be 
residents of the school district. No one shall be eligible to membership of such library board 
who is or has been for a year previous to his election, a member **19** of the board of 
education and not more than one of such trustees may be an employee of said board of 
education, provided, however, that no present member of a library board shall be affected by the 
provisions of this section during the remainder of his term. The term of office shall be seven 
years, except that at the first election the terms must be such that one member retires each 
year. Should a vacancy occur in the board, it shall be filled by the board of education for the 


unexpired term. The members of the library board must serve without compensation and until 
their successors are elected and qualified. 


Sec. 7637. In its own name, such library board shall hold the title to and have the 
custody, and control of all libraries, branches, stations, reading rooms, of all library property, 
real and personal, of such school district, and of the expenditure of all moneys collected or 


received from any source for library purposes for such district. It may employ a librarian and 
assistants **20**, 


Sec. 7637—1-2-3-4-5-6 Pertain to Certification 


Sec. 7637-1. DEFINITIONS. PROFESSIONAL LIBRARY POSITIONS. Professional 
library positions shall be those which in the opinion of the Board of Library Examiners require 
an education ecuivalent to that necessary for graduation from a four-year college, and in addi- 
tion thereto a knowledge of books and library methods equivalent to that required for gradua- 
tion from a library school offering a course at least of one academic year’s duration. 

BOARD. The term “Board” as used in this act shall always refer to the Board of Library 
Examiners as constituted under this act. 

PUBLIC LIBRARIES. The term “public libraries” as used throughout this act shall 
always refer to the school district, county district, county, municipal, township and association 
libraries of the state which are supported in whole or in part by public funds. 


Sec. 7637-2. There shall be a Board of Library Examiners consisting of seven persons 
to be appointed by the governor as follows: 


1. The librarian of a public library in a political subdivision of less than 30,000 in popu- 
lation; 2. The librarian of a public library in a political subdivision of 30,000 to 100,000 
population; 3. The librarian of a public library in a political subdivision of more than 100,000 
population; 4. The librarian of a county or county district library; 5. A lawyer trustee of a 
tax-supported library; 6. The librarian of a college or university library; 7. The State Librarian 
who shall serve ex-officio. The Ohio Library Association shall submit the names of three expe- 
rienced persons for each position on this board, and from the names so submitted the governor 
shall appoint the first Board. Members of the first Board shall draw lots for terms of service 
for from one to six years respectively. Thereafter the term of office shall be six years, one 
member being appointed each year by the governor from a list of three qualified persons sub- 
mitted by the Ohio Library Association, and who, in the case of librarians, must have been 
certified by the Board of Library Examiners said terms of office to expire on December 31st 
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of each year. Any vacancy shall be filled for the unexpired term in the same manner. The State 
Librarian shall act as secretary of the Board, and a record of the proceedings shall be kept in 
the State Library. The members shall receive no compensation, but their necessary expenses shall 
be paid from the Board of Library Examiner's Fund as herein provided. The Board is also 
authorized to employ clerks whenever in its judgment it is deemed necessary, and is authorized 
to fix compensation of such employees; provided. however, that the compensation of such em- 
ployees, and all reasonable expenses incurred by the Board, shall be paid upon warrant of the 
state auditor upon certification of the secretary and charged against the Board of Library Exam- 
iner’s Fund as herein provided and no part thereof shall be paid out of other state funds. The 
Board shall hold at least two meetings each year, and may hold additional meetings at the call 
of the State Librarian or any two members. 


Sec. 7637-3. The Board shall have authority to grant certificates of librarianship to 
qualified applicants, to issue renewals thereof, to determine which positions are professional, 
and for which certificates of librarianship shall be required, and to define standards of library 
service for all public libraries. These standards of personnel and service shall be published 
from time to time, together with the rules and regulations of this Board, and no change therein 
shall be effective for at least one year from the January first next succeeding the publication of 
the said change. The Board shall adopt rules and regulations not inconsistent with law for its 
own government and for carrying out the purposes of this act. Any person who has occupied 
a position classified by the Board as professional in any public library for a period of one year 
immediately preceding the passage of this act may be granted a special certificate for that 
specified position upon application to the Board or may be granted a general certificate of 
librarianship without examination, if the Board shall have satisfied itself that such person 
has demonstrated his ability to do successful library work in a library position in which the 
desired certificate would authorize his employment, providing such application for such certifi- 
cate be made prior to July 1, 1938. 

Sec. 7637-4. The Board shall set a fee of not more than one dollar for each certificate 
granted. All fees collected on behalf of the Board of Library Examiners shall be reported at 
the beginning of each month to the state auditor, and at the same time the amount of such 
collection shall be credited to a fund to be known as the Board of Library Examiner's Fund, 
which fund is hereby created. Such fund shall be for the Board of Library Examiners only, and 
out of it shall be paid, upon the warrant of the state auditor upon certification of the secretary, 
salaries and all other expenses necessarily incurred in carrying into effect the provisions of 
this act. Providing, however, that any money in excess of such operating expenses shall be 
credited to the general revenue fund of the state. 

Sec. 7637-5. Certificates shall be granted for life except that librarians holding certificates, 
who have withdrawn from library service for a period of five years or over, must be re-certified 
by the Board upon their resumption of library employment. Temporary or emergency certificates 
may be issued by the Board for a period of not more than two years to cover cases where an 
emergency exists. The Board may issue certificates as provided under its rules and regulations 
to qualified non-resident librarians who are seeking employment in Ohic. and may evaluate 
certificates issued by the proper authorities of other states requiring the certi‘ication of librarians. 
The Board may issue certificates as provided under its rules and regulations to qualified persons 
who are serving in professional positions in other than public libraries in the state, and who 
present the required credentials. 

Sec. 7637-6. All libraries receiving any tax support must fulfill the requirements of 
this act, and the standards established by the Board of Library Examiners, in order to qualify 
for tax support and state aid. 

Sec. 7640-1. That all funds belonging to boards of trustees of public libraries existing 
under sections 7635 to 7640 and 7643-1 to 7643-1¢ of the General Code, except special building 
reserve funds, insurance reserve funds and funds resulting from gifts, devises or bequests, which 
are invested or reinvested in federal, state, county or municipal bonds, as hereinafter provided, 
shall be deposited in the manner and with depositories selected by such boards of trustees in 
the manner prescribed by sections 7604 to 7609, inclusive, of the General Code, for the selec- 
tion of depositories and the deposit of funds of boards of education, and security therefor shall 
be given to boards of trustees of such libraries in the manner and the amount provided by said 
sections 7604 to 7609, inclusive, of the General Code. Such boards of trustees of such libraries 
may by resolution provide for the investment or reinvestment of any or all special building 
reserve funds, insurance reserve funds, and funds resulting from gifts, devises or bequests, in 
federal, state, county or municipal bonds, upon which there bas been no default of the principal 
or interest during the preceding five years. 

Sec. 7643-1b. In any county in which there exists no public library or libraries organized 
under the provisions of sections 2976-11, 3405, 4004, 7635, or 7643-1 of the General Code 
the county commissioners may, by resolution, create a county library district having boundaries 
co-extensive with the county without compliance with section 7643-1 of the General Code; 
provided, however, said county commissioners make provision for a library fund for the first 
year of not less than four thousand dollars. 
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Sec. 7643-1c. In any county in which the boards of all public libraries within the county, 
organized under the provisions of sections 2976-11, 3405, 4004, or 7635, of the General Code, 
adopt a joint resolution, as hereinafter provided, a county district library and a county library 
district, including all or part of the county, may be created upon complying with this section, 
and without compliance with sections 7643-1 or 7643-la of the General Code. Upon filing 
with the county commissioners of said joint resolution, in which the territory to be included 
in the proposed county library district is described, and upon the acceptance thereof by the 
county commissioners of said county, a county district library and a county library district, 
comprising said territory shall be deemed to exist; and all the property of said public library 
boards within such district shall be transferred, conveyed or assigned to the new county district 
library in accordance with the provisions of section 7643-4a of the General Code. 


Sec. 7643-1d. In any county where there exists two or more public libraries, organized 
under the provisions of sections 2976-11, 3405, 4004 or 7635 of the General Code, a county 
federation library extension board may be created if a resolution to that effect is adopted by 
all of said libraries. Such extension board shall consist of one member of the board of trustees 
or the librarian selected by each of said libraries and two members representing and residing 
in the parts of the county not included in the subdivision for which said libraries were organ- 
ized, one appointed by the county commissioners originally for a term of two years, and there- 
after for a term of four years and one appointed by the common pleas judge or judges of said 
county, for a term of four years. When organized, such county federation library extension 
board shall have all the powers of a county district library board and it shall be its duty to 
furnish library service to all parts of the county which do not have such service. Such board 


shall be eligible to receive funds under the provisions of sections 5625-20 and 5639 of the 
General Code. 


Sec. 7643-6. The county library district trustees shall serve without compensation, but, 
their necessary expenses shall be allowed and paid out of the county district library fund. They 
shall have power to receive bequests or gifts of real or personal property or of money; to 
purchase, appropriate, lease or dispose of grounds and buildings; to construct buildings and 
to furnish, equip and maintain the same for library purposes and all property so acquired shall 
be held in the name of the board of trustees of such county library district. In the event any 
balance to the credit of the library fund shall remain in the treasury at the close of any fiscal 
year, such surplus or any part thereof may be set aside by a two-thirds vote of the members of 
the board as a special building and repair fund. They shall render an efficient library service in 
their respective districts. They shall have power and it shall be their duty to establish in the city 
or village where such library is located and throughout the county library district within which 
is situated said library, reading rooms, branch libraries, and library stations in connection with 
said library, and to lease and furnish said rooms, buildings or parts thereof as are required for 
such purposes, and to pay necessary expenses, connected therewith, including the purchase of 
books, periodicals, magazines and other literature and supplies. They shall submit an annual 
report of service, statistics and finances to the county commissioners and the state librarian in 
such form as shall be required by the latter. They shall draw up annually a budget, showing 


in detail the purposes for which it is proposed the money be expended during the succeeding 
year. 


Sec. 7643-7a. In any county in which a county tax is being levied for a county library 
organized under sections 2454, 2456, 2976-11 to 2976-17 of the General Code or for county 
library service by contract with a public library under section **21** 7632 of the General Code, 
by mutual agreement between the governing body of such county library or contracting public 
library and the county commissioners, a county library district may be created, composed of all 
or part of the county, to which all the provisions of this act shall apply, or upon petition of 
not less than twenty-five per cent of the electors residing in the district, the question of creating 
a county library district shall be submitted to the electors as provided in section 7643-1 of 
the General Code. After the creation of such county library district, property belonging to the 


county library, both real and personal, shall by resolution of its governing body be transferred 
to the county library district trustees. 


Sec. 12488. Whoever intentionally defaces, obliterates, tears or destroys, in whole or in 
part, a book, pamphlet, newspaper, magazine or periodical or other property belonging to or 
on file in a /ibrary or reading-room belonging to another person, or cuts therefrom an article 


or advertisement, shall be fined not less than ten dollars nor more than one hundred dollars 
or imprisoned not more than thirty days, or both. 


Sec. 12488-1. Whoever wilfully or negligently detains or fails to return to a public 
library any book, magazine, pamphlet, manuscript, picture, clipping, or other property belonging 
to such library, within thirty days from the giving of notice to such person and which notice 
may be given at any time after the date on which such person should have returned the loaned 
property, in accordance with the rules of such library, shall be presumed to have converted the 
same to his own use, and shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and be fined in a sum not less 
than ten dollars and not exceeding one hundred dollars, or imprisoned not more than thirty 
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days, or both; provided, however, that no penalty shall be imposed in any case where restitution 
in value shall have been made prior to the expiration of said thirty-day period. 


Sec. 12488-2. Whoever shall give a fictitious or incorrect name or address at any public 
or circulating library in order to obtain possession or use of any book, pamphlet, magazine, 
newspaper, clipping, piciure or other property of such library, or shall practice any deceit of 
any character whatsoever to conceal or mislead in respect to identity of himself or other person 
given as reference, or address, or place of employment, or shall intentionally remove from any 
such library any of its property without complying with the rules of such library, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be fined not less than ten dollars 
nor more than one hundred dollars, or imprisoned not more than six months or both.
